The Greatest Issue

RESIDENT COOLIDGE'S address to the 


American Rod Cross was, in the sense of 


a memorial to its works, an inspiring utterance, 
nor did he err in saying that it has been one of 
the greatest pioneers in the movement for world 
peace. But to us the president seems to have 
been circumscribed by the fear that anything 
he might say would be interpreted as favoring 
the world court, an association of nations for 
peace, or some other of the things that Senator 
Hiram Johnson will call treason in his effort 
to become president. 


In speaking of the Red Cross, President 


Coolidge observed that the world's reliance for 
peace was "one of moral forces," that the Red 
Cross "does not attempt to function through the 
organized action of government." He said that 
"It is in this direction,there lies the opportunity 
of real progress." and that it "is necessary to 
avoid the illusions of the visionary." 


It is difficult to avoid reading between the 


above lines a repudiation of what-the late Presi- 
dent Harding was undertaking to do for world 
peace. 
His was a great and a daring issue, 


probably by far the greatest thing about the 
late president. President Coolidge, who won 
rational recognition because of his reputation 
for courage, either differs with his predeces- 
sor or eludes the issue. 


Let us turn to Mr. Walter Wellman's ac- 


count of one of his many confidential conver- 
sations with President Harding on this subject.

In his talk with Mr. Wellman, President 


Harding made light of the argument that war 
always has been and is one of the things that 
nhvays must be. He had no patience with the 
idea that man could not cease any action which 
proceeded from his own deliberate conclusions 
f r grew out of his controllable emotions. 
He 


pointed backward to the time when slavery, 
piracy, duelling, divine right of kings, and 
v.-omen's inferiority were held in the category 
of what, must always be because always they 
had been. He said today the path of history 
discloses them all cast-away by the roadside of 
civilization. 


For many years organized labor and hu- 


manitarians in general have been fighting 
."gainst the twelve hour day system in the steel 
industry. Early this year, in a public speech, 
President Harding warned the steel captains 
that this slavish condition must cease, that it 
must give way to the progress of civilization. 
It was a simple statement without bluster or 
swinging of big sticks. It was cold nerve, that 
is all. Yet within four months the steel indus- 
try announced the establishment of the eight 
hour day. Had Mr. Harding lived to again 
stand for the presidency, it is probable that 
labor would have opposed him, yet, in that one 
instance, he seems to have done more for labor 
than has been accomplished for it by any other 
public official. 


In many particulars 
President Coolidge 


seems cast for the part to which he has fallen 
heir. 
Already some prophets hail him as a 


great man. Upon the world's greatest prob- 
lem—peace or. War—he has not fully disclosed 
himself. This may be a political silence, ac- 
companied by a hardly candid attempt to still
